REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
application is deemed to be directed to an nonobvious improvement over the invention 
patented in US Patent 5,196,702. The improvements comprise in combination with 
other recited elements: (a) a first conductive member provided at a location in (as 
recited in claim 15) or on the face of (as recited in claim 16) the recording 
photoconductive layer which is close to the reading photoconductive layer; (b) a first 
conductive member is provided between the charge storing section and the second 
electrode layer (as recited in claim 19); (c) a first conductive member having a second 
stripe electrode, formed of a plurality of line-shaped electrodes, and has a shading 
property with respect to the reading electromagnetic wave wherein the line-shaped 
electrodes of the second stripe electrode are arranged so that the line-shaped 
electrodes of the second stripe electrode and the line-shaped-electrodes of the first 
stripe electrode are alternately disposed (as recited in claim 20); and (d) a control 
voltage application means (as recited in claims 18 and 22) for applying a control voltage 
to the first conductive member to adjust the electric field formed by a DC voltage 
between the first electrode layer and the second electrode layer (as recited in claims 17, 
18, 21, and 22).
